Action by the com- 
mittee shall be by majority vote and records shall be kept of 
all committee business. 

It shall be the duty of the records committee to approve, 
modify or disapprove the recommendations on retention 
schedules of all files of public records and to act upon 
requests to destroy any public records: PROVIDED, that any 
modification of a request or recommendation must be 
approved by the head of the agency originating the request or 
recommendation. (RCW 40.14.050.)
